JURY DISAGREEMENT AT TRIAL 
OF FARMER. 


At the trial, at the Dublin Commission 
yesterday, of Denis Wren, a young Co. Lime- 
rick farmer, for the alleged attempted murder 
of a Civic Guard sergeant of the October 
last, the jury disagreed and were discharged, 
the accused being put back for trial at the 
next Commission. 

Mr, Carrigan, K.C., said that at 10 o'clock 
on October 23 Wren took in an armed 
attack on the Civic Guards barrack at Tour- 
came Co. Limerick, and surprised Ser- 
geant McCague and Guard Ferris sitting by 
the kitchen fireside. The sergeant was 
wounded by a bullet in the arm. A man 
named Sheehan had already stood his trial on 
the ee of shooting the sergeant, but was 
acquitted. The accused was also tried at the 
same time, but the jury disagreed in his 
case, 

Civie Guard Ferris said that Wren was 
with those who attacked the barracks, 
and was armed with a rifle. He had known 
Wren for some months prior to the attack. 

The defence was an alibi, and John Barrett, 
farmer, William Cripps, a Sinn Fein 
organiser, and four other witnesses gave evi- 
dence that the accused at the time of the 
attack was at Meenaheela, three miles dis- 
tant from Tournacullagh, attending a Sinn 
Fein meeting.

TWO IRISH GOVERNMENTS 
AND THE PROBLEM. 


The annual report of the 
eachers’ Organisation (which assembles in 
Yongress in Dublin on the Tuesday of Easter 
Week), contrasting the treatment of teachers 
in Northern Ireland with that meted out to 
their colleagues in the Free State,states that the 
Northern Government did not think it neces- 
sary to attack the salaries of the teachers by 
way of a-set-off against the inc commit- 
ments cast on the Government by the new 
Education Act.

THREE APPEALS DISMISSED. 


In the Court of Appeal, before the Master 
of the Rolls, Lord Justice Ronan and Lord 
Justice O’Connor, the hearing was concluded 
of the appeals in the cases of the King 
(Cooney) v. Clinton; the King (Corcoran) v. 
same, and the King (O'Connell) v. the 
Governor, Hare Park lobernanent Camp. 

These cases came before the Court on an 
appeal from the Divisional Court refusing to 
grant writs of habeas corpus. In the case of 
two of the appellants, Sean F. Cooney, Clon- 
mel, and James Corcoran, of Kil/lenaule, Co.

A STRANGE STORY. 


Before the Lord Chief Justice, the case of 
Peter Keelan v. James Garvey was heard. 
It was an action brought by Peter Keelan, 
described in the pleadings as a dealer resid- 
ing at Benburb street, Dublin, for a 
declaration that he was beneficially entitled 
as owner in fee simple to a farm of land 
situated at Corduff, near Carrickmacross, Co. 
Monaghan, consisting of over 22 statute acres, 
on the Shirley estate; that his deceased wife, 
Catherine Keelan, had purchased the farm 
under the Land Act and had become the 
registered owner as the plaintiff’s representa- 
tive, and that the defendant, executor of the 
laintiff’s deceased wife, was a trusiee of the 
ands for the plaintiff. 

The defendant, in his defence, which was a 
traverse of the cause of action, stated that 
the deceased, Catherine Keelan, was in sole 
beneficial occupation and possession of the 
lands from November, 1897, till her death on 
the 17th March last, without acknowledging 
the right or title of tho plaintiff or any other 
person. He also pleaded the Statute of 
Limitations. 

The case, which revealed the story of an 
unhappy marriage, practically resolved itself 
into a question of law, there being no con- 
troversy as to the facts. It appeared that 
the plaintiff had left home on account of 
some domestic unpleasantness, and returned 
after the lapse of some twenty years, when 
his wife had died, and resumed possession of 
the farm.

VIVISECTION AS AN AID TO 
SCIENCE. 

Vivisection is as futile as it is hideous. 
This was the keynote of the address given by 
Dr. “Warshaw, A., D.Phil, at the annual 
meeting at the Molesworth Hall, Dublin, yes- 
terday of the Dublin Branch of the National 
Anti-Vivisection Society, and at which Mr. 
H. D. Conner, K.C., presided. 

Dr. Warshaw said that they opposed vivi- 
section, because they honestly believed it to 
be morally wrong and indefensible, and what 
was morally wrong could never be scientifi- 
cally right. ° 

For himself, Dr. Warshaw said, he woula 
like to see vivisection totally abolished, but, 
as a practical man, he was prepared to accept 
lesser measures by way of instalments of 
reform, The ational Anti-Vivisection 
Society aimed, in the first place, at making 
the inspection “of all experiments obligatory. 
They desired that no experiments should be 
conducted without complete anaesthesia, and 
that every animal experimented upon should 
be put to death while insensible. The use 
of the drug curari should be altogether pro- 
hibited, as this drag merely paralysed the 
motor nerves, while leaving sensation un- 
affected. 

The following resolution was a gy _ 
“That this meeting of the National Anti- 
Vivisection Society (Dublin Branch) calls 
upon the Government, of the Irish Free State 
to bring forth a liberal measure of legislation 
in connection with experiments on animals, 
and that a copy of this resolution be sent to 
the President of the Dail and the Minister 
of Home Affairs.’ 

Mr. Crowforth Smith pro the resolu- 
tion, which was seconded by Mr. J. Swift 
MeNeill, K.C., who said that during his whole 
Parliamentary careet he had protested against 
vivisection, and he thanked God that he had 
done so. Whatever benefits vivisection 
might have given to the advancement of 
scientific research, they were not justified in 
promoting science by the devil’s work. As 
to women vivisectionists, he could only ex- 
press how greatly grieved he was to hear 
that there were such women.

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BIG CONCRETE BRIDCE FOR 
GLASGOW, 


A beginning hag been made with the work 
prosody the actual construction of a new 

ridge over the Clyde at Glasgow. The new 
bridge will be a reinforced concrete structure 
of three spans, faced with granite and with 
granite parapets, so that on completion it will 
have the appearance of a stone bridge. The 
centre span will be 146ft. in width and the 
two side spans each 110ft, The foundations 
of the abutments will consist of three rein- 
foreed concrete caissons, each 16ft. bin. in 
diameter, carried down to a depth of Bdft. 
below Ordnance datum. 
_ The foundations of the piers will also con- 
sist, in each case, of three reinforced concrete 
caiseone, “but these will each be @0ft. in 
diameter, and they will go down to a depth 
of 50ft. below Ordnance datum. Reinforced 
concrete beams will carry the superstructure 
of the-bridge, and this superstructure will be 
on the principle of a continuous girder, com- 
posed of 12 independent continuous beams 
connected to the underside of the arch by » 
continuous arch slab; while on the top there 
will he a reinforced’ concrete platform carry- 
ing the roadway and footpaths, The bale 
superstructure will rest on steel rocker bear- 
ings on each abutment and pier, while ex.

AND LEAD.

An increase in the price of bricks is the 
chief feature of the last periodical report by 
Sir Halford Mackinder, Chairman of the 
British Inter-Departmental Committee ap- 
pointed to survey the prices of building 
materials. The period covered is January and 
February. The, report states — 

Between December and January there were 
no appreciable changes of general application 
tc which attention need be drawn, but since 
January there have been advances in the price 
of bricks ranging from “6d. to 5s. per thou- 
sand at Bristol, Manchester, Newcastle, Swan- 
sea, and Glasgow. It is further reported 
from Swansea that the supply of bricks is 
limited. 

There has been a continuance of the rise in 
the price of lead, to which I have drawn 
attention In previous reports. There have 
Leen a namber of other local fluetuations, of 
which the most noteworthy is an increase in 
the price of slates at Edinburgh and Glasgow.

The Birmingham City Council Housing 
Committee, in a report on the housing situa- 
tion there, states that it ia anticipated that 
by Ocober, 1925, shout 5,000 new houses 
will have been completed. 

The scarcity of bricklayers compelled the 
Council to investigate other forms of con- 
struction, and recourse has been made to 
concrete, Before adopting concrete construc: 
tion the Committee inspected specimen 
houses erected at Leeds, Coventry, Bilston 
and Atherstene, and were convinced: that, 
although more costly, there was no alterna- 
tive but to build on this principle. Brick 
construction ig preferred, but in '' eonerele 
unskilled labour can be utiliged, 

Another form of con ii napa which has 
received considerable publicity is the wooden 
house. This subject ie been very fully in- 
vestigated by the Committee, and consider- 
able negotiation has ensued with English 
manufacturers, and also agents, for the sup- 
ply of bungalows made by Canadian lumber 
companies. It ig estimated that the total 
cost of building houses ready for occupation 
would be £491 each, as compared with £370 
now being paid for: brick houges containing 
infinitely superior asecommodation. ere 
would appear to be ery reason to believe 
that the contracts which have been arranged 
for the erection of concrete houses will have 
the effeet of absorbing the skilled labour at 
present unemployed. The Committee are. 
therefore, of opinion that it is wiser to pu;sue 
the course they have adopted, rather than 
to erect timber buldings, unsuitable in plan, 
expensive in first cost and maintenance, and 
extravagant in land and toad making. 

To encourage the smaller builders, tenders 
have been invited for small blocks of houses 
in fours, sixes or eights, hut the Committee 
have not been successful in getting this class 
of builder to come im. Conferences have also 
taken -place. with representatives. of the 
Birmingham Building Trade Employers’ 
Association, but it was not found possible 
to effect an arrangement. with them on the 
prices and conditions proposed by them with.

The Dail yesterday resumed the discussion 
on the motion of the Minister for External 
Affairs respecting the ratification of the 
Washington Liquor Traffic Treaty. 

Mr. Thomas Johnson moved the following 
amendment to the Minister's motion :-—“* That 
the Dail declines to proceed with the motion 
pending a full explanation of the policy of the 
Executive Council in respect to the relations 
of the Saorstat with Great Britain and. the 
other States members of the British Com- 
monwealth of Nations; and between the Saor- 
stat and States not members: of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations.” 

He said that it had been borne in on him, 
and on the public generally, as a result of the 
discussion which had taken place last week, 
that the mind of the Ministry regarding the 
relations between this State and other States 
was not very clear. To his mind that made 
it necessary that an opportunity should be 
given the House to discuss in a general way 
the position of the Saorstat in regard to 
Great Britain and other States comprising the 
British Commonwealth, and other States out. 
side that community of nations. 

He thought that it was not unfair to say 
that there was a growing conviction wit 
may that the Ministry had not been stand- 
ing up for the full benefit and full value ot 
the "Treaty made between Ireland and Great 
Britain. It had been growing in the minds 
of some of them that the Ministry had been 
allowing things to go by default, and had no 
recognised the value that resided in the 
Treaty ; that it had been ready to “oncede a 
milder and less valuable interpretation of that 
Treaty which might have been put forward: 
in other quarters. It was, therefore, necer- 
sary to find out, if possible, what the mind 
of the Executive Council was in regard fo 
these affairs. & 


PASSPORTS. 


At the risk of censure by Deputy Magennis, 
who might say that there were difliculties and 
dangers, and that, perhaps, evil results might 
arise, he had resolved to raise this matter in 
a general way. His resolve was clear. On 
Saturday morning there came into his hands 
a passport issued on the 4th April, 1924, to’ 
a mémber of the Oireachtas “of Saorstat 
ireann, a Deputy of that House, in the name 
of the Marquis Curzon of Kedleston. It was 
headed “The United Kingdom of. Great 
Britain and Ireland,” and the nationality 
stamp was: “ British subject by birth.” 
‘* Profession,”’ said Mr. Johnson, was given 
as ‘‘legislator.”” (Laughter). This passport 
further stated that the holder was “ born in 
Ireland,” and that his ‘‘ domicile’’ was “the 
United Kingdom.” 

This passport was printed in London on 
the 19th March, 1923, after the passing of 
the Constitution of Saorstat Eireann. It was 
more than a surprise to him, -beczuse 
six months ago he had had issued to him a 
passport ‘héaded “Irish Free State” and 
signed by the Governor-General of the Free 
State, Mr. T. M. Healy. Under the heading 
‘* Nationality " the description was ‘‘ Citizen 
of the Irish Free State.” 

That in itself seemed to signify a very con- 
siderable change as having taken place be 
tween October jJast and April Ist of this year. 
Whereas in 1923 they were citizens of the 
Free State and were able to receive pass- 
ports in the name of the Free State, in 1924 
citizens asking for passports to other countries 
were issued these passports signed “ Ourzon 
of Kedleston”’ as from ‘‘ Gréat Britain and 
Ireland. 


PRESIDENT INTERVENES. 

The President, intervening, asked if Deputy 
Johnson made a point that the passport re- 
ferred to was issued from the Department of 
External Affairs or from any department of 
this State. 

Mr. Johnson said that the NRE was re- 
ceived on application to the Ministry for 
Home Affairs at the office in Dublin Castle. 
The- passport was sent from England by post. 
This, as he saw it, indicated a very consider- 
able relapse from the standard of citizenship 
of an‘ independent nation co-equal with the 
other nations of the British Commonwealth 
and required some explanation. 

He understood that since the 4th of April 
there had been an issue of passports similar 
to those issued in October last. It was 
hecause. of that sign of weakness and the 
failure to take the maximum benefit out of 
the Treaty that he raised this matter in the 
fullest possible way. He feared that it was 
only one sign out of many which pointed to 
weakness and failure to make the most of the 
Treaty. ; 

He took as another illustration the failure 
fo ensure that the Boundary Commission 
had been set up before now. Explanations 
in that regard had been made there which 
for a time satisfied the Dail. Nevertheless, 
they could not refrain from feeling, and 
giving expression to the feeling, that there 
had been a weakness on the part of the Execu- 
tive Council in pressing the advantages which 
the Treaty gave. 


THE WORD “ DOMINION.” 


Notwithstanding a good deal of popular use 
of the term, he thought that it was wrong, 
and not justified, to speak of Saorstat ireann 
as one of the British Dominions.

THE CONSTITUTION. &- 


The Treaty between Great Britain and 
Ireland was entered into, not as satisfying 
Irish aspirations, but it was accepted. 
That agreement did not say that Ireland 
was a Dominion, but that within the com- 
munity of free nations Ireland should have 
that status, be styled and known as the 
Irish Free State, and have a Parliament 
with power to make laws for the ce, 
order and good government of Ireland, and 
an Executive responsible to that Parliament. 
The Constitution was adopted, It declared 
that “all powers of government and of 
authority—legislative, executive and judicial 
—in Ireland are derived from the people 
of Ireland, and the same shall be exercised 
in the Irish Free State through the organisa- 
tions established by, or under, and in accord 
with, this Constitution.”’ | 
Under Article 51 the Executive authority 
was vested in the King, and the King was 
to be advised by the Executive Council, and 
the latter was to be responsible to Dail 
Eireann. It was made clear that the Crown, 
or the King, was advised by the Executive 
Council, and was responsible to the Parlia- 
ment set up under the Treaty, and not to 
any other Parliament in that community of 
nations. That being the case, were 
bound to assert the authority of tat 
Eireann in all matters connected with ex- 
ternal, as well as internal, affairs. They 
had no right to aceept the position of sub- 
ordination in any degree to any other 
authority than that set up under the Treaty 
and Constitution.

Again and again the Experts 
declare that the German Budget can be 
balanced, and their scheme, which is indi- 
visible, can be put into effective operation 
only on condition that the economic and 
fiscal unity of the Reich is maintained and 
that there is free intercommunication between 
all the regions of the German Federation. 

The publication of these reports is a call 
upon the Governments and the peoples of all 
countries concerned to make a fresh effort to 
reach a real settlement. A basis for practi- 
cal aaa and for agreement is now 
available. 

The urgent necessity now for the peoples 
of Western Europe to put forth a signal and 
united effort of goodwill and good faith in 
order that this remarkable opportunity of get- 
ting a real settlement may not be lost. It 
may be the last opportunity of winning peace. 


SOUTH AFRICAN ELECTIONS. 


A NEW PARTY. 


The attitude of the Natal members of the 
House of Assembly causes uneasiness in the 
South African party camp, states The Times 
Johannesburg Correspondent in a message 
esterday. It is stated that the Natal mem- 

rs have approached other members with 
independent leanings with a view to the 
formation of a new party, apparently with 
the object of securing the balance of power.

IRISH TIMES FOREICN SERVICE 
From Ovr Own COoORRESPONDERT. 
BERLIN, Wednesday. 

The German Government, in the face of 
the solemn warning contained in the Dawes 
covering letter, will consider seriously the 
consequence of their action before they tell 
the Reparations Committee that the experts 
ra asked terms which Germany cannot 
ulfil. 

The report. in certain aspects is a bitter dis- 
appointment to German. official circles. [n- 
dustrialist leaders declare that itis entirely 
unacceptable, and the Nationalist leaders re- 
gard it as a shameful attack upon German 
sovereignty. The German Government, how- 
ever, recognises that the report contains the 
best possible terms that will be presented to 
Germany, and that refusal will meet with dis- 
approval not only of France, but of England, 
America, and Italy as well. 


FRANCE, 


PARIS, Wednesday. 

The evening newspapers’ comment on the 
Experts’ Reports is favourable. The 
Intransigeant says that the experts’ con- 
clusions justify the French policy in the 
Ruhr, and that they confirm the French con- 
tention that Germany has not paid, because 
she would not, not because she could not.

DAWES COMMISSION 
REPORT, 


-“ 


. At ten o'clock yesterday morning, the most 
important attempt yet made to achieve a 
settlement of the reparations problem passed 
from its first phase to its second. At that 
hour the two expert committees, which have 
been labouring at the task since the middle 
of January, presented their unanimous re- 
ports to the Reparations Commission in Paris. 

The report of the McKenna Committee on 
the flight of German capital is of interest, 
but. of entirely secondary importance. The 
vital document is the report of the Dawes 
Committee, whose Chairman, in a covering 
letter, declares that his Committee's recom- 
mendations must be regarded “not as in- 
flicting penalties, but as suggesting means 
for assisting the economic recovery of all the 
European peoples.’’ 

Detailed proposals to this end are pre- 
ceded by a most. important statement of 
a conclusions and general principles. 

he provisions of the Treaty of Versailles are 
taken as starting point. The Reparations 
Commission’s assessment of Germany’s total 
liability .(132,000,000,000 gold marks, or 
£6,600,000,000) is left untouched. 

The Committee evidently believes that Ger- 
many can pay. Without undue optimism, 
it may be anticipated that Germany's produc- 
tion will enable her to satisfy her own re- 
quirements and raise the amounts contem- 
plated in this plan for reparation obligations. 
But this is dependent on one essential condi- 
tion, which the experts emphasise repeatedly. 
Germany's full economic independence must 
be restored. 

“* We have been compelled,’’ the Committee 
declares, ‘‘to make the assumption that the 
fiscal and economic unity of the Reich will 
be restored, and our whole report 
is based on that. hypothesis and 
again, our plan is based on the assumption 
that existing measures, in so far as they 
hamper Germany's economic activity, will he 
withdrawn, or sufficiently modified, so soon 
as Germany has put into execution the plan 
recommended, and that they will not be re 
imposed except in the case of flagrant failure 
to fulfil the conditions accepted by common 
agreement.”’ 

NEW BANK OF ISSUE. 

That is the first condition of recovery. The 
second is the restoration of a sound currency 
in-Germany. The Committee urge the estab- 
lishment of a new Bank of Issue, with a fifty 
years charter, and a capital of 400,000,000 gold 
marks (£20,000,000), enjoying the exclusive 
right to issue paper money in Germany, all 
existing paper currencies (with certain minor 
exceptions) being withdrawn. 

There will be a 334 cover for the notes; the 
Bank wil] undertake ordinary banking bus!- 
ness; the Government will bank with it, but 
not control it. 

FOREIGN DIRECTORS. 

The Bank’s ‘control will, indeed, ke a 
notable feature. There will be a German 
President and a German Managing Board, but 
beside this there will be a General Board, 
with wide powers, consisting of seven Germans 
and seven foreigners—British, French, Italian, 
Belgian, American, Dutch, and Swiss. 

One of them will be known as the Com- 
missioner, whose business it will be to see 
that the provisions of the bank's charter 
are not infringed. 

The stability of the currency thus assured, 
the Budget can rapidly be balanced. But 
here the general principles apply. Germany 
can only pay to the Allies the difference 
between her maximum revenue and her 
minimum expenditure. Heavier taxation is 
necessary. 

The Treaty principle that Germany must 
be taxed. as heavily as any Allied country, is 
sound. Al) Allied countries are being taxed 
to their full capacity, so, therefore, must 
Germany be. 

BALANCING THE BUDGET. 

In that way the Budget can be balanced 
without recourse to an external loan for that 
gs: though external money will, in fact, 

needed to create the bank of issue, and 
finance deliveries in kind. Budget yields for 
reparations are estimated as follows :— 
-6—Budget balances. 
1925-6—Surplus of 250,000,000 gold marks 
(€£12.500,000) available. 
1926-7—110,000,000 gold marks available. 
1927-8—500,000,000 gold marks available. 
1928-8 and future years—1,250,000,000 
gold marks available. 

Certain observations on these points are 
needed. In the first place. the figures re- 
an yments to the Allies from the or- 

inary Budget. There will be other payments 
from other sources. 

Secondly, these amounts are subject to some 
variation, up or down according to index 
figures, elaborately calculated. 

Thirdly, the figure for 1925-6 represents in 
reality the proceeds of a sale of railway De- 
bentures—a non-recurring Revenue item. 

From what other sources will the Allies ob- 
tain the other payments? First of all, from 
the railways. 

German railways to-day are not paying, 
but they can be made to pay, not by in- 
creasing charges, but by economies in expen- 
diture. To do that, they must be removed from 
Government control and turned into a joint 
stock company. That does not mean remove 
them from German management. They will, 
in fact, have a German chairman of the Man- 
aging Board, and a German managing direc- 
tor. The Board itself will consist of 18 
members, of whom it is contemplated that 
14 will be Germans.

Much German capital in foreign countries 

is certain in existing circumstances to he 
hidden in various ways under assumed naines. 
The chief method by which Germans have 
acquired toreign assets since the armistice 
has been by the sale of mark bank 
balances. It is interesting to note 
that the foreign assets acquired in this way 
amounted to between seven and eight mil- 
hards of gold marks, the whole of which, in 
consequence of the final devaluation of the 
matk, was lost by more than one million 
foreigners, who at one time or another were 
buyers of mark credits. 
Other principal sources of German foreign 
assets have been the sale of goods, securities, 
real estate, precious metals, and mark bank 
notes; interest accumulations, tourist expen- 
diture in Germany, German holdings in ceded 
territories in Poland, Dantzig, etc.; foreign 
money expended by the Allied Armies of 
Occupation, remittances from Germans 
Abroad, earnings of shipping, railway, and 
canal freights for foreign goods in transit 
through Germany ; insurance profits, etc. 

On the other hand, German foreign assets 
have been expended on the purchase of goods 
imported, cash payment to the Allies, in- 
terest paid on German securities held abroad, 
German tourist expenditure, etc. 

Our investigations and the 
Lained led us to discard entirely the. values of 
German imports and exports, as stated in the 
official reports, and to re-value all dommodi- 
ties on the basis of the then current world 


prices.

THE ESTIMATES. 

After a close examination of all the factors, 
we are of opinion that German capital abroad 
of every kind, including capital of varying 
degreos of liquidity, and capital invested in 
participations in foreign corapanies and firms, 
was, at the end of the year 1925, not less 
than 5.7 milliard gold marks and not more 
than 7.8 milliard gold marks, and we think 
that the middle figure of six and three-quartes 
milliard gold marks is the approximate total. 

We draw special attention to the foreigs 
currency in. Germany, which, though not in- 
cluded in our valuation of capital held abroad, 
is so closely akin to a foreign asset that it 
must not be overlooked. It may, indeed, be 
said that this currency, the total of which we 
estimate at not less than one gpilliard two 
hundred million gold marks, is a German 
holding in the most liquid form for conver- 
sion into foreign assets. 

REAL ESTATE DEALS. 

On the other hand, on a broad view of 
German financial capacity, the value of the 
property in Germany held by foreigners should 
rot be left out of account. The annual 
yield from this property, whether in the form 
of rent. interest, or dividends, is at present 
inconsiderable, and may at any time become 
subject to special taxation, particularly in the 
case Of rent in respect of real estata pur- 
chased at the low pfices current in recent 
5} ears. 

We estimate, after very close study of the 
question, that the real estate and securitics 
owned in Germany by foreigners represent a 
value of from one to one and-a-half milliard 
gold marks.

FLIGHT OF CAPITAL. 

In our opinion, the only way to prevent the 
exodus of capital from Germany, and to en 
courage its return, is to eradicate the cause 
of the outward movement.

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AN AMNESTY. 

We suggest that during this perio: 
nesty should be granted for a limited time 
from the penalties imposed by existing enact 
ments, and that special terms be offered íor 
subscriptions to Government loans made in 
foreign countries. 

Well-conceived measures of this kind would 
be helpful in hastening the return of capital, 
and the final restoration of financial equili- 
brium in Germany—conditiong which are es- 
sential to the payment of reparation.

FISHERIES.

need, if the finances of the State could afford 
it, for increased rather than restricted 
Governmental action in the interest of what 
should be one of the most important indus- 
tries in the Saorstat. 
It shonld be borne in mind that the ser- 
vices now administered by this department 
include rural industries, and that in the 
fishery work there are several purely adminis 
trative functions discharged, such as policing 
the waters of the Saorstat, and scientific re- 
search work, 


CONVICTION OF A DEPUTY. 


The Speaker read a letter which he had re- 
ceived from. Mr. Justice Samuels informing 
him that Henry Coyle, a menilier of the Dail, 
had been corfvicted of having obtained money 
by false pretences from Patrick O'Malley, in 
Dublin, and that he had been sentenced to 
three years’ penal servitude. bes 
Mr. Johnson asked what the position of the 
Deputy was in such a case.

TOWN TENANTS BILL, .. 
Captain W. A. Redmond introduced a Town 
i ‘Tenants’ Bill. . He stated that its obec was 

to improve the position of tenants of houses, 
shops, and other buildings, 24 applying the 
principle of the Land Act of 1881 to tenancies 
other than agricultural tenancies. The maim 
provisions of that Act were familiar, and com 
prised fixity of tenure, free sales, and “fair 
rents. 
The bill applied to al! contracts of tenancy 
from week to week and upwards, and in. that 
way enlarged the scope of the existing Town 
Tenants Act. It would include al] classes of 
holdings, dwellinghouses, shops, and other 
buildings and parts of buildings. It did not 
pretend to apply to existing leaseholds. A 
smal] amount of public expenditure was in- 
volved for the setting up a Town Tenants’ 
Commission, consisting a Chief Commis- 
sioner and three Sub-Commissioners, on the 
lines of the Land Commiasion. 
The second reading was appointed for the 
2nd May.

FULL INTERPRETATION. 


The Government stood for a full interpreta 
tion of the Treaty, The statwe the ed 
State ed a certain amount of 
definition. Before they took: it over other 
vountries had arrived at it by a system of 
growth, and had arrived at a pitch where it 
was >it was asserted Mr: Boner 
Law years ago—that between the nations of 
the Commonwealth there was full equality. It 
was true that the machinery was not now quite 
up to date. That machinery did. throw them 
back a bit prior to the equality stage. 

Prior to the Free State's costin inte 
existence the machinery was practically that 
all external telations between members of 
that Commonwealth were exercised theiugp 
agents and plenipotentiarics appointed by 
Great Britain; appointed, he believed, with: 
out reference to other countries of the Com: 
monwealth, It was obvious to him that if 
that position were to be continued, then, 
before a Minister or plenipotentiaries were 
appointed, it would necessitate that the 
various Governments of the Commonwealth 
should be asked if they concurred. He did 
not believe that that had been done so far, 

But, as he had said, the right of thei? 
country to have direct relations, not only 
with the States members of the Com: 
monwealth, but with States not members 
of the Commonwealth, was unquestionable 
end unquestioned. This country, said the 
Minister, proposed to exercise the right, in 
one instance a} least, through the yeice of a 
fully accredited representative at Washing- 
ton. 

FOR DEFINITE MISSIONS, 

Continning, he said that no State had raised 
any objection to ‘paesports issued by the Irish 
Free Except a very few last year, 
they were only issued to people going on 
definite missions. They now had been avail. 
able since last Wednesday. He had travelled 
in some three or four countries on Irish 

assports, and far from making trouble, they 

had brought him a very courteous reception. 
There had been a deferring of issue, because, 
whereas other States members of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations, had described 
their nationals as British subjects, the 
Government felt it was exactly in keeping 
with the Treaty, and with the saius of 
their nationals, that they should be described 
as citizens of the Irish Free State and of the 
British Commonwealth of Nations. If thoy 
had heen prepared to yield on that they could 
have issued paxsperts, but they preferred to 
delay until they had come to a modus 
vivendi on that point. 

In reply to Mr. Johnson, the Minister said 
that there had been an obstacle. The 
Lausanne Treaty was initieted and to a large 
extent negotiated before the Free State came 
into its present position. Since it came into 
existence, in its ‘present form the Government 
had been kept during the negotiation of the 
Lansanne Treaty in close knowledge of its 

. but inasmuch as they had not heen 
consulted as ta its initiation, and as they had 
had no gá mrbgrn id of having a representative 
there, he did not consider that the clauses of 
that Treaty were in any way binding on their 


country. 
MAKING TREATIES. 

If they wi to make a political treat 
affecting only Ireland and the country wil 
which it was negotiated, the Irish Govern- 
ment would initiate, negotiate and sign that 
treaty, and its ratification would he carried 
out at the instance of the Irish Government. 
Where, however, one member of the Common- 
wealth made a treaty which in any way 
‘affected the other members, the document 
which he had quoted indicated a procedure for 
smooth working. 

Replying to an interjection by Mr. Esmonde, 
the Mmister said that the Spanish agreement 
was not a Treaty, but an exchange of Notes 
done through the British Embassy. 

With reference to the question of represen- 
tation at Ottewa in view of the Constitutional 
position, that was a matter whioh was under 
consideration; but at the Imperial Conference 
very close personal relations were entered 
into between the Free State representatives

It was 
Lhe policy of the Government to bring hack 
from England and Scotland al] the Borstal 
cases and convict prisoners, and this would 
be done as soy as accommodation was pro- 
vided. 

With rogard to the iaternees, it was a satis- 
factory fact that they had got back to more 
normal conditions. There were now half the 
number under internment compared with Inst 
year, and he hoped that later it would be 
found that the 250 still retained was excessive. 

Proceeding, the Minister said that repre- 
sentations, were made for the release of one 
man, and a memorial was signed by respect- 
able citizens of both creeds, and the statement 
was made that he was never before a Court. 
Within a period of five years this man 
eommitted twenty-three crimes, including 
housebreaking, holding up, assaults, and go 


on. 

Mr. Donald—Did you release him?! 

Sir Dawson Bates—No, sir, I did not. That 
case is only one of many.

COST OF THE INTERNEES. 

Mr. Coote complained that they had 250 
internees kept at a cost of £122,900. He sug- 
gested that the time had arrived when the 
Government and Parliament ought to recon- 
sider the whole question of internment. Were 
they to go on Interminably keeping these 
people at the cost of the taxpayers, and even 

eeping some sitions—some Government 
positions—open for them?

MR. LAYTON’S SECOND 
LECTURE. 
al 


| Mr, Walter'T. Layton delivered the second 
of his series of three lectures, dealing with 


SÍ 


| national and. international finance, at the 


Royal College of Surgeons, Dublin, last night. 


| The particular speci of his subject was 


‘Currency and Credit Policy.” 

The Lord Chief Justice of Ireland, who pre- 
sided, said that they had already heard one 
of Mr. Layton’s lectures, with profit and ad- 
miration. 

Mr. Layton’s address might be described 
very generally as án analysis of the economic 
theory of foreign exchanges, worked out in 
terms of fact: He pointed out that, as 
national budgets always balance somelow, 
the. international balance of trade is always 
restored by one means or another. ‘Those 
methods of balancing, commencing with the 
mechanism of the exchange, he explained at 
length. In an illustration of his exposition, 
he gave the interesting information that in 
1922 there was an adverse balance on the 
trade of Great Britain of £170,000,00 of im- 
ports over exports. This was more than 
counter-balanced by £175,000,000. interest on 
British loans abroad, £110,000,000 on her 
world shipping trade, £30,000,000 for bank- 
ing and insurance for other centres, and 
£10,000,000 for other services for foreign 
countries. 

He then dealt with the position of Ger- 
many’s international trade before the war and 
since, In the main. Germany had lived at the 


expense of foreign speculaters with the mark. |. 


This led him to an examination of what is 
known by economists as the “ purchasing 
power ity.”” When the exchange runs 
ahead of prices, and prices run ahead of 
wages, the country where such happens gets 
an export bounty, because she is able to 
send out cheap s. To meet that the 
British ‘Safeguarding of Industries Act was 
passed. That Act in the way in which it 
was drafted was, to his mind, absolutely 
wrong and unsound, largely because there 
covld be no bonus on the imports of a coun- 
try where the exchanges and prices are mov- 
ip ns 

e explained how inflation was stopped in 
Germany which now was almost balancing her 
Budget. That, he believed, was only a tem- 
porary phase. The agreement under which 
the industrialists in the Ruhr and the Rhine- 
land hy which a tex is paid to France on 
their products comes to an end next Tues- 
day. at will constitute an immediate crisis, 
but what will probably happen is that there 
will be an extension of time for a month, to 
see what will be the effect of the report of 
the Committee of Experts just published. He 
had not seen the text of that report, but 
from the summary he would say that, broadly, 
the scheme put forward by them seenis ex- 
tremely hopeful. There was one thing in 
the way, a political one. The French and 
English held different views of the interpre- 
tation of the Versailles Treaty with regard 
to military occupation of Germany. His impres- 
sion was that both countries would agree on 
the economic questions raised by the report, 
but within a short time there would be a 
very serious political discussion between 
them as to the future control and occupation 
of Germany. 
Sir Thomas Esmonde, in proposing a vote 
of thanks to the lecturer, said that he was 
very much interested in Mr. Laytons remarks 
about national credit. While he was speak 
ing he remembered that their National Loan 
stood that day at £97. That was not at alla 
bad position, as far as their national credit 
was concerned; and that was apparently the 
opinion they had of themselves which made 
it all the more cheerful. He thought that 
their national credit, judging by what was 
going on in other countries, was not in a bad 
position. A matter which the democracy ol 
this country should turn their attention to 
was, that one of the results of inflation was 
a low standard of living. They had heard 
really wonderful things about Germany's 
efforts towatds recuperation.. The world 
could not get on until Germany stood upon 
her legs again; and, having heard Mr. Lay- 
ton, the conclusion he had come to was that 
after all there’ was’ nothing impossible to 
financiers... (Laughter). Then they had 
heard a lot about balancing of budgets, and, 
on the whole, he thought that this country 
was balancing its budget much more honestly 
than others :

THE RAID ON A 
CORK BANK,

ACCUSED MAN IN COURT. 


The attempt on fuesday on the part of an 
armed man to rob the urg street office in 
Cork of the Provincial Bank, which resulted 
in a man being captured after a struggle with 
the staff, had a sequel yesterday aiternoon, 
when, before Mr. D. B. Sullivan, District 
Justice, John O'Neill, or David Jordan, of 
Rocksavage, Anglesea street, was charged 
with -having (1) on April 8th, at Coburg 
street, while armed with a Colt automatic, 
attempted to rob W. R. P. Best of the sum 
of £2,544 15s. 4d., the property of the Pro- 
tincial Bank ; and (2) on the same date and ai 
the same place that he did shoot at one C. 
J. Davis with intent to murder. The latter 
charge had reference to the struggle when Mr. 
Best, the bank manager, c'osed with the 
raider, and Mr. Davis, another member of the 
staff, rushed off to raise an alarm. 

Superintendent G. F. Butler, Civic Guards, 

rosecuted, and the accused was not pro- 

ssionally represented. 
“ Superintendent Butler stated that at Water- 
course road station he charged the accused 
with having, while armed, attempted to rob 
the Provincial Bank at Coburg street, and he 
made no statement. He gave his name as 
John O'Neill. When witness asked what was 
his address he at first said, ‘‘ Anywhere,’’ and 
later said, ‘ Douglas.” 

The witness further charged him with hav- 
ing shot at C. J. Davis and with the at- 
tempted robbery of £2,544 15s. 4d. At first 
he said, “I deny the charge of attempted 
murder.” Afterwards he said, ‘I plead not 
guilty to the charge of murder and attempted 
armed robbery.” 

The accused was remanded in custody for 
eight days.

McCREA-MAGEE - 
COLLEGE 


The closing public meeting of the sessio® 
in connection with the McCrea-Magee College, 
Derry, was held yesterday—Professor J. 
Leebody, M.A., (President of the 
Faculty), presiding. There was a large attend. 
ence of the students and friends of the 
College. 

Referring in his address to the higher 
education of women, the President said that 
the special service rendered by the McCrea- 
Magee College in this regard was-that they 
were among the first to throw open all their 
lectures to women on exactly the same terms 
as to men. They also threw open to them 
practically all their scholarships and prizes. 

He recalled that one of their women 
students who entered in 18835 proceeded to 
Girton College, Cambridge, with an Irish 
scholarship, passed through the Arts course 
of Cambridge University, and qualified for an 
honour degree in the Natural Science Tripos. 
She subsequently obtained an important educa- 
tional post in England. 

The Rev. William Logan, Convener, in pre- 
senting the report of the College Committee, 
said they had received reports from the Pro- 
fessors with regard to the work done in the 
last session, and, on the whole, they were 
very satisfactory. One student’s marks were 
a hundred per cent. 

The percentage of marks in the College in 
general, however, might have been very con- 
siderably better. He noticed some prizes on 
marks that were not very high. In the case 
of catechetics, which came particularly under 
the cognisance of the College Committee, one 
Professor reported that some students ha! not 
passed because they had not attained 50 per 
cent. He did not consider that anyone could 
grumble about that standard being high, 
especially for catechetics. 

The College Committee would certainly not 
report in favour of lowering the standard. 
But he would suggest to the Committee that 
next session they should open the classes in 
catechetics to women, and then some of the 
theological students would have trouble m
